At twelve- o'clock, midnight, on 
Sunday, October 23th, the long 
awaited revamped constitution be¬ 
came effective This epistle rep¬ 
resents many tedious hours of la¬ 
bor On the part of the Inter-fra¬ 
ternity Council and the special com¬ 
mittee, The latter especially de¬ 
serve* much, credit for the long 
gruelling" hours spent developing 
and testing these new clause* for 
possible ambiguities and loop holes. 
The special committee was com¬ 
posed of Dean Anderson, chairman, 
Stuart Baton, secretary, Dean Eti- 
yart, Hernic Bralovg and Duke 
Wellington. 

This constitution, an indication 
hf the general spirit of advance¬ 
ment at Rollins, was read by the 
special eonimiEttee at * meeting 
held Tuesday, October £4ih, It was 
further amended by the Council 
and later placed before the indi¬ 
vidual fraternities for tholr ap¬ 
proval. At another meeting, held 
Friday, October 27ih, the Council 
reported the favorable attitude of 
their respective fraternities toward 
the new document, and agreed that 
the Constitution would go Into ef¬ 
fect a* soon as all member* of the

CAMBRIDGE IN 
INITIAL DEBATE 


(lush in Annie Russell Thea¬ 
tre I»rnw3 Lar^e 
Crowd 

Rollins last Monday night wel¬ 
comed two eminent debaters front 
Cambridge, England. During the 
CoUrM of thr evening, they proved 
themselves Worthy of great «twm. 
Those who were fortunate enough 
to be among the witnesses of the 
debate feel certain that their tour 
of America will be a most success¬ 
ful one. 

The audience was immediately 
aware of the ease and confidence 
with which the Cambridge debat¬ 
ers addressed them. The forceful 
delivery of the Englishmen was 
very impressive and convincing. 
They presented, la a moat interest- 
'ing and amusing manner, a subtle 
and direct humor, whkh iti each 
case, fitted it self to the proposed 
point. 

Doctor Trowbridge, chairman of 
the debate, created in hi* introduc¬ 
tory speech an atmosphere indica¬ 
tive of the evening. 

Sharp, the first speaker for the 
affirmative, in resolving that the 
League of Nations is the only guar¬ 
antee of World Peare, opentd hi* 
speech by stating that the only pre¬ 
ventative against World War is the 
system of arbitration between na¬ 
tions, In proving this argument 
he illustrated the fact that when 
America and Russia failed tu join 
the League of Nations, Germany 
and Japan threatened withdrawal. 
If America would reconsider and 
be admitted La the League, Ger¬ 
many would subside and Russia 
would deent it necessary to join 
* 1 * 0 . The League of Nation* 
WPUlef end cutthroat cdmpetEtiofi 
armament on becoming too com¬ 
petitive, therefore it is now abso¬ 
lutely necessary Co have collective 
'co-operation between rations. This, 
said Sharp, will be accomplished 
through the League and by the 
League only.

The answer to the question H Why- 
go to college?" may he found in a 
liat of occupation* selected by the 
students of RoHtlU College for 
their life Work. Although about 
half of the students, according te 
the compilation released recently, 
have not yet decided upon their fu¬ 
ture work, the remainder roveni a 
cross-sect ion w hich is probably ap¬ 
plicable to the student body of any 
other lllwral arts college. 

Newspaper work seems to he a 
popular profession, as fourteen stu¬ 
dents, not counting two who wi*b 
to he publishers, have decided to 
be journalists. Fourteen other* 
would like to be teachers, in ad¬ 
dition to sir who want to do teach¬ 
ing and coaching, one who wishes 
to teach dramatics, three who plan 
to follow work in public school mu¬ 
sic, three others who wish to teach 
music, and one who intends to spe¬ 
cialize in teaching the deaf, Au- 
.other one ha* hlx mind sot on a 
career of ’'teaching, writing, and 
exploration." 

Thirteen intend to become doc¬ 
tors of medicine, eleven want te 
be musician*, and thirteen, includ¬ 
ing a co-ed, have selected law as 
a career. Dramatic* as a profes¬ 
sion attract* nine, eight are study¬ 
ing to become artists, six are in¬ 
terested in entering foreign Or dip¬ 
lomatic service. Six others intend 
to write, and one other has amb-w 
liona to be a po*c. 

The field of business is attrac¬ 
tive to a large number. Two CO-, 
rds name personnel administra¬ 
tion, and another is interested in 
credEt reporting. Three young men 
Will follow advertising if they can 
have their way, and at least one 
each wants to take up banking, 
merehan dicing, the warehouse bus¬ 
iness, fruit brokerage, sale* engi¬ 
neering, the laundry business, man¬ 
ufacturing, business finance, the 
baking business, coal operating, 
business administration, and the 
commercial side of aviation.

A* 
the “sore apot*" in Europe for 
Rhodes Scholar from Cornell, he 
had opportunity to Study the post¬ 
war hysteria in England and for 
six summers thereafter be visited 
Europe as the chairman of the 
American Committee of the inter¬ 
national Student*’ Service* A year 
ago he spent most of the summer 
in traveling through Germany in 
the company of a Nazi student, 
attending Hitlerite mas* meeting* 
and sleeping In the J ugehd-Hc r- 
herge, the hot* which have been 


devoting their live* to the rearing 
of families 'for the new Germany’.’’ 

The withdrawal of Germany from 
the League, according to Trow¬ 
bridge, is the sequence of a long 
period of disillusionment in Ger¬ 
many concerning the activities of 
the League. Under Stresaman’s 
influence Germany has taken 
leading pari in the salvaging of 
the League during it* early strug¬ 
gling days. But that was before 
19£7 from which date Germany’s 
disillusionment with the League 
began. “They had, up to then, 
held hopes of a gradual modifica¬ 
tion of the Versailles Treaty 
through the League, and that Jus¬ 
tice could be achived by legal set¬ 
tlements " Trowbridge satd- 

'Witbout doubt.’’ he added, “the 
Hitler triumph cease on the wave 
of disillusionment and hopelcat- 
Tess which followed the Vote of the 
World Court refusing the customs 
union between Germany and Aus¬ 
tria. Disillusioned with democracy, 
afraid of communism, Germany lis¬

GRASPING POSSIBILITIES 

"The amalgamation of learning and life 
can bo accomplished [Jtily through the influ¬ 
ence tif groat personalities,” 

Such wan the theme of an article by Rob¬ 
ert Hillytr, one of the nation's beat known 
educators and authors, in a recent ikHtie 
of Forum magazine. The argument la 
founded on the burl* of citing the tuck of 
education of the average college under¬ 
graduate. Mr, Hillyer feels that college ad- 
mlniJitrator* aud student* have placed too 
■much emphasis on the subject taught and 
not enough un the personalities of the men 
Who teach them. Certain coarse* may bn 
beneficial In obtaining a degree of factual 
knowledge, but only friendships and rela¬ 
tions with important individuals can offer 
a real, practical education of the type to¬ 
ward which many of 0 * nre striving, Thia 
is the sort of intellectual BCcompUahntfnL 
which can clarify the connection between 
fcnowtodgo and life. 

Mr. Hitlycris Statements and pullcioe hold 
true at Rollins to a much larger extent than 
at the more stereotyped class of institution. 
Hare we are given abundance of leisure 
time, and, try as we may, wo can find no 
more valuable use nf it than by promoting 
connections with the individuals On this 
campus. From our own experiences wn 
have gained infinitely more and benefited 
greater by some of the friendships formed 
with professor* which have helped to give 
□a mature, cultured understanding of prob¬ 
lems nr humanity, life, and society than 
through any courses which we have taken. 
Although we are not yet well acquainted 
with some of the newer professors at Rol¬ 
lins,, we must not lose the opportunity of 
knowing them. Tb«e men are interested 
En Us and are ready to help us when the 
occasion present* itself. But this can come 
about only through our own personal ef¬ 
forts and it is entirely up to us to Utilize 
these opportunities to the utmost, 

Mr. Hillyer further elates, ‘'Youth rigid¬ 
ly divides hI h personality between that part 
which absorbs subjects and that part which 
lives," 

This statement Will bo question by few 
who hove had experience with college un- 
dergradilates. The importance of such a 
division must be obvious. How can intel¬ 
ligent appreciation and ideals take coot in 
a man whose “real life goes on quite uu- 
QJumiated by the luti-uinon of a mingle 
thought!" Of what good is knowledge 
that ha* not beeo assimilated and made 
pmn of the personality? 

Perhaps Mr, Htllyer ia wrong in his so¬ 
lution of this problem of education, but he 
is surely right io assorting that there is a 
problem. 

If If is Impossible to find instructors 
who will add in making possible the inte¬ 
gration of life and learning, [t seem* likely * 
that the fault lies within the individual stu¬ 
dent and his mistaken altitude toward edu¬ 
cation and those who provide it. 

At least we know that the time spent in 
self-analysis and especially that in form¬ 
ing Immediate connections will never be 
v«!td and will doubt less be the time best 
spent while at Rollins,

Besides, If 
these ombttliiUa wiuls could *ucecec| in abol¬ 
ishing all the armaments ami war materials 
of uur country, and in doing ft way with our 
army and navy, they would beproruOtiftg 
War, riltre such action would be a direct in¬ 
vitation to militaristic nntlops to attack us.
